until they have tho appearance of tho 
fresh article and then cunning1 them. 
Such products lira then In many in- 
stances sold.ns the canned fresh art ti- 
des. 
Unless sonkcd peas and lima. 


beana aro plainly labelled as "soaked" 
or in some other manner so as to show 
their character, they are regarded-as In 
violation of tho food and drugs act. 


There Is no denial that soaked pca.s 


and lima beans are a whole.somo ar- 
ticle of food. They are, however, ad- 
mittedly Inferior In quality to tho pro- 
ducts prepared from tho fresh vege- 
tables. 


Furthermore, the dried peas or beans 


may themselves be purchased hy the 
liouseu-ife nuito cheaply and while in 
the dried condition may be commer- 
cially and satisfactorily stored for fu- 
ture use.

Examining Boards Criticised 


Draft examining1 boards .aro coming
